Sir, 


I have the honour to submit to you the Annual Report on the 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools in Ireland for the year end- 
ing 31st December, 1905. 

The number of Schools under inspection at the beginning of 
last year was— 5 Reformatories, and 67 Industrial Schools. 

During the year every School was examined at least once by 
the Assistant Inspector or myself, and most of them were sub- 
jected to one or more surprise visits as well. 

There is nothing of an exceptional character to report upon for 
the year. The work of the Schools goes on steadily with an 
upward trend to a higher level of efficiency. 

In several Schools useful additions and alterations were made 
during the past year. These improvements inasmuch as they 
were urgently needed and contributed directly to the well-be 
of the children, merit the highest commendation. n ' ’ 

however, I observed that expense was incurred, m c y § 
changes useful in themselves, but of secondary unpor ‘ , , 

sidering that other improvements more essential to the healtn 
and comfort of the children were overlooked. 
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6 Forty-fourth Report of Inspector of Reformatory 

It is to be regretted that several Managers have not yet taken 
advantage of the provisions of the Industrial Schools Acts 
Amendment Act, 1894, for the purpose of exercising supervision 
over children discharged from their Schools. 

I have learned with regret the resignation of the Rev. Peter 
Hill, as Manager of Baltimore (Fishery) Industrial School. 

Father Hill undertook the management of this School in 1898 
at a. critical period of its history. A large debt had accumulated 
against the School, and the financial difficulty was so great 
that the Board of Governors feared that the School would have 
to be closed. At this time the Most Rev. Dr. Kelly, Bishop of 
Ross, succeeded to the Chairmanship of the Board. He 
appointed Father Hill as Manager of the School, who, by his 
close, continuous, and businesslike attention to the duties of 
his office, was . able to declare at the end of five years that the 
large debt, which was outstanding against the School, was wiped 
out. 

During the period of Father Hill’s management some 
useful improvements were carried out, and the School was 
never more efficiently worked, while the comfort and health of 
the boys were cared forina way not surpassed by any of the other 
Industrial Schools for boys. Father Hill has left behind him in 
the School a character for successful administration, and for 
kmd yet firm, treatment of his boys, that succeeding managers 
would do well to imitate.

It appears from this Table that the number under order 
of detention at the end of the year 1905 was 10 more than that 
for the year 1904. There is an increase of 13 boys and a de- 
crease of 3 girls for the year 1905 as compared with 1904. 

Admissions. 

Thetotalnumberof juveniles admitted into Reformatory Schools 
last year was 171, which shows an increase of 42 over the ad- 
missions in 1904. 

The number of boys admitted in 1905 was 164 or 45 over the 
number admitted in the preceding year. The number of girls 
admitted fell from 10 in 1904 to 7 in 1905.

Health of Inmates. 

The health ot the inmates during the year was good. As in 
the year 1904 only one death occurred in Reformatory Schools 
last year. The cause of death in the case of the boy who died 
was meningitis. 

Literary Training. 

The literary training in these Schools continues to be satis 
factory. 

The very small and decreasing numbers in the two Reforma- 
tories for girls make proper classification very difficult. 


Industrial Training. 

In the two Reformatory Schools for girls the industrial 
training of the inmates is carried on with very satisfactory 
results. Special attention is given to the subjects embraced 
under the head of domestic science. House-work, needle-work, 
laundry-work, cookery, and the food question in all its aspects 
receive the closest attention. There is a steady demand for the 
girls trained in these schools as house servants, and their sub- 
sequent history is very satisfactory. 

_ In the boys’ schools much attention has been given of late to 
the important subjects of manual instruction and instruction in 
elementary agriculture supplemented by practical demonstration 
on experimental plots. I am pleased to say that in Philipstown 
Reformatory and in the Malone Reformatory, Belfast, very 
satisfactory progress has been made in these two branches of 
instruction. I hope to see Glencree School, which is the only 
remaining Reformatory School for boys in the country, following 
closely in their footsteps. The old-established trades are taught 
in the three schools with the same success as heretofore. 
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INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 


There were 68 Industrial Schools in Ireland at the end of the 
year 1905. 

They were distributed as follows : — 

Boys, Roman Catholic, 19 ; Protestant, 2. 

Girls, Roman Catholic, 43 ; Protestant, 3. 

Mixed for boys and girls, Roman Catholic, 1. 

On the 18th April, 1905, a new school for 50 junior boys was 
temporarily certified in Lurgan in connection with and under 
the same management as the girls’ school there, and on condition 
that extra accommodation should be provided without delay on 
the grounds of the girls’ school, so that the two buildings might 
be certified as a mixed school for 50 girls and for 60 boys under 
10 years of age. 

The management has secured a suitable building with a small 
farm attached adjoining the grounds of the girls’ school, and it is 
proposed to prepare this for the reception of the boys.

The foregoing tabular statement shows that there were 8,323 
children, viz., 3,855 boys and 4,468 girls, on the rolls of Indus- 
trial Schools at the end of year 1905. Compared with the num- 
ber under order of detention at the close of 1904, there is a 
decrease of 7 boys and of 90 girls. 

The number of children in Industrial Schools on the 31st 
December, 1905, who were a charge on the Capitation Grant, was 
7,569 or 51 less than at the end of the preceding year.

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Thole can be no doubt but that destitution is in many cases 
the main cause of seeking for the admission of children into 
Industrial Schools in this country. The number of children 
placed in circumstances conducive to a life of crime, and brought 
before magistrates for committal, is comparatively few. 

Previous to the issue of a Circular to Magistrates in 1898, 
begging was made to serve the purpose of bringing destitute 
children within the letter of the Industrial Schools Act for the 
purpose of committal. During the year 1897, before the issue 
of the circular, 924 children were committed for begging, and 
152. on the grounds of having been found wandering and not 
having proper guardianship. During the year • 1899, after the 
circular was issued, only 232 were committed for begging, 
while the number committed for having been found wanderinv 
without proper guardianship had increased to 260. In 1905° 
211 children were committed for begging and 641 were com- 
mitted for having been found wandering without proper 
guardianship. 

At the end of last year the girls’ schools were short of their 
certified numbers by 360* The boys’ schools, with a few excep- 
tions, had their numbers complete, and the majority of them had 
more than the certified number. I have before now drawn 
attention to the anomalous disproportion between the number 
of certificates for girls’ and boys’ schools. The total number 
of certificates for girls’ schools is 4,394 ; that for boys’ schools is 
o,00U. 


Owing to the fact that ampler provision is made for girls than 
boys m Industrial Schools it would seem at first sight that 
there is a stronger tendency on the part of the former than of 
the latter towards a life of crime. Such is not the case as 
appears from the subjoined tabular statement of the numbers of 
each sex committed to Reformatory and to Industrial Schools 
tor actual crime and on grounds closely allied to crime.

It may be that in establishing new schools and in granting 
increases to existing certificates sufficient attention has not 
always been given to local requirements, the kind of school to 
be established, or the necessity for granting an increase to a 
school already established. 


• The number or tor girls' schools is 4,304, and the number of girls chargeable 

to the treasury Grant at the end or the year was 4,031. 
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At all events we find schools in places ill adapted for them, 
and some certified for a larger number of children than can 
be satisfactorily trained in one institution, while in others the 
number of children is too small to enable the school to be worked 
efficiently having regard to the requirements which the more 
recent methods of training demand. 

_ There are at present more than 300 unused certificates for 
girls’ schools, while at the same time the certificates for boys’ 
schools are all used up. Furthermore in some of the boys’ 
schools there is a pressing need that their certificates should be 
increased, and the question of meeting the want felt in these 
schools by transferring to them the unused certificates of the 
girls’ schools is one worthy of consideration. In fact it would 
be a matter of the greatest importance to the country if a wider 
review of the Industrial School question were taken for the 
purpose of considering a scheme for the redistribution of certi- 
ficates, under which they might be allotted to schools in suitable 
proportions according to the requirements of the locality.

Of the total number of boys admitted into Industrial Schools 
during the year 1905, 370 could neither read nor write, 251 could 
read or read and write imperfectly, and 31 could read and write 
well. 

Of the total number of girls committed, 354 could neither read 
nor write, 248 could read or read and write imperfectly, 39 could 
read and write well, and one had received superior instruction.

In the year 1904 the total amount collected was £1,530 3s. 8d., 
of which sum £453 Is. 8 d. was for Reformatory, and £1,077 2s. Oil. 
for Industrial School cases. 

The amount collected for 1905 shows an increase £93 16s. 2 d. 
over that for the preceding year. In the Reformatory collection 

D 
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there is an increase of £31 17s. Id-, and in the Industrial School 
collection an increase of £61 18s. Id. for last year, as compared 
with the year 1904. 

It is satisfactory to find that the contributions from parents 
of children in Industrial Schools continue to increase steadily. 
Last year the amount collected reached £1,139, which is the 
largest sum obtained from this source since the establishment 
of Industrial Schools in this country. Under recent legislation 
the large majority of parents, who are able to contribute towards 
the maintenance of their children in Industrial Schools, can be 
imprisoned, if they fail to recognise their obligation in this 
respect. The result is that parents as a rule pay their contribu- 
tions, when they are able to do so, rather than go to prison. 

The increase in the parental money collection for Industrial 
School cases is not, however, to be wholly attributed to the 
effects of legislation. This is apparent from a consideration of 
the collection in Reformatory School cases, which has not in any 
way been affected by the legislation above referred to. The amount 
collected from parents of children in Reformatory Schools has 
increased from £289 in 1897 for 581 inmates to £484 in 1905 
for 559 inmates. It is evident from this increase in the amount 
collected that this branch of the work of my department has 
been very carefully attended to. 


Health. 

During the year under review there were 63 deaths. This 
is an improvement as compared with the number of deaths in 
the previous year. I hope that with the intelligent use of preven- 
tive means, and timely and j udicious general treatment on the 
part of Managers the number of deaths in Industrial Schools will 
be still further reduced. 

Having regard to the class of children committed to these 
schools, their unhealthy surroundings, the neglect, illtreatment, 
and semi-starvation, to which many of them have been subjected, 
we must be prepared to find the various manifestations of tuber- 
cular disease and its usual termination. Oases of granular 
ophthalmia and some forms of skin disease which were prevalent 
in some of the schools are, I am pleased to say, growing fewer 
in number. This improvement is due to the fact that most if not 
all Managers have been impressed with the vital importance of 
cleanliness as the most potent factor in the prevention and cure 
of these diseases. 

The improvement in the matter of food and clothing, that is 
apparent in the schools cannot fail to have a beneficial effect on 
the general health of the children. 

More attention has been given to promote exercise in the way of 
out-door games, while physicaUculture is promoted by drill and 
free gymnastics. 
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In some schools, however, better constructed class-rooms and 
play-rooms are much needed, as they would largely contribute 
towards promoting the health and comfort of the children. 

Granular Ophthalmia . — There was no epidemic of this 
affection last year, but in several schools sporadic cases occurred, 
which were a great source of danger to the rest of the inmates. 
Managers cannot be too careful in guarding against the spread 
of this baneful scourge of the schools. There should be complete 
isolation, not alone of actual but of all doubtful cases, and these 
should be kept under careful supervision and treatment till the 
Medical Officer considers it safe to allow them to mix with the 
other children. The essential general treatment consists in 
absolute cleanliness, a fresh towel supplied daily, suitable 
nourishing food, warm clothing, well ventilated rooms, and 
plenty of exercise in the open air. 


Literary Training. 

During the year under review the progress made by the children 
in this literary training may be considered as on the whole good. 

Reading is generally good, as far as verbal accuracy is con- 
cerned. It is, however, only in a few schools that reading is of 
a really high order. It oftens wants expressiveness, and faulty 
pronunciation is of very frequent occurrence. Explanation is 
generally very poor in the junior standards, but satisfactory with 
the older children. It is a pleasure to notice that a greater 
variety in the readers has been introduced in a good many 
schools with apparently good results. 

Writing continues to be very well taught throughout the 
schools. The writing of letters is much practised in the senior 
standards, and the result is generally intelligent and fairly well 
expressed. 

Spelling is still a weak point with many schools, and bad spell- 
ing is often observable in the writing of letters. The spelling of 
the junior children is generally better, for their age, than that of 
the seniors. 

Arithmetic is, on the whole, well taught, except mental arith- 
metic in the higher standards. It would appear that this 
weakness is due to the fact that teaching mental arithmetic is a 
greater mental effort on the part of both teacher and taught than 
they are prepared to make. 

Drawing is generally well taught, and in the boys’ schools les- 
sons in manual instruction are now universal. The exercises in 
the latter subject are very well done indeed, and the boys seem 
to take much interest in the woi'k. 

Geography is usually fairly well taught, and the children are 
familiar with the use of maps. They can often point out the 
cardinal points in the school-room, but can seldom give any reason 
for their answer, though the time the question is asked may be 

B 2 
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mid-day, with the sun shining through the school-room windows. 
If the Atlantic Ocean is asked for an elaborate answer is generally 
given, but a child is seldom met who has gumption enough 
to point to it when it may be visible from the window. Geo- 
graphy is taught too much by beginning with the Map of the 
World instead of with the school and its surroundings. 

Grammar is more intelligently taught than formerly. It almost 
always now takes the form of analysis which gives the children 
a better idea of the construction of a sentence than the old system, 
when nothing but parsing was taught. 

Kindergarten exercises are generally now only given to the 
first standard and infants, but the higher standards have courses 
of object lessons and Elementary Science. 

Industrial Training. 

• 

The training of the boys in the several industries carried on in 
their schools is still improving. As drawing and manual instruc- 
tion are now being taught in all the schools, the boys bring to 
bear on their work trained hands and trained minds with the 
result that a better class of work is produced, and a more in- 
telligent interest in it is developed. 

While the subject of agriculture is being taught in all the 
schools it is not yet taken up in the serious way that its 
importance demands. I expect that Managers will soon begin to 
see that the subject of agriculture properly taught to boys of 
school age is not alone a powerful educational factor, but also 
trains the mind in, and often directs the inclination to, an industry 
that may be best for the boy and is surely good for the country. 

In connection with the industrial training carried on in boys’ 
schools there are two drawbacks which are much felt. One of 
them is the dearth of well qualified teachers, the other the difficulty 
there is in many cases, owing to trade rules, in getting a place 
for a boy when he leaves school. 

In the girls’ schools a high level of efficiency is still main- 
tained. The girls show a practical knowledge of and take an 
intelligent interest in all the subjects embraced under the head 
of domestic science. The Managers have no difficulty in securing 
good places for them, and good remuneration for their services 
when they leave school. 

I have to acknowledge the assistance I received from the 
Assistant Inspector and my staff in carrying out the work of my 
Department during the past year.
